this year. The plans would 
involve knocking down the 
building on the corner of 
North Bar Street and 
Warwick Road, which 
includes Gala Bingo, so that 
a 60,000-sq-ft supermarket 
could be built. 

The car park would be 
replaced with the same 
number of spaces - at least 
630 - as part of a retail and 
hotel complex comprising up 
to 100 rooms. 

The bingo hall and WRVS 
centre for older people would 
be replaced and a public 
square built facing Castle 
Street. 

The council owns much of 
the land but said it would 
need to team up with a major 
developer to get the scheme 
open as early as 2014. 

Norman Bolster, executive 
member for economic 
development and estates, 
said: “It is a tired area and 
the opportunity is there to 
extend the work we have 
already done in Banbury 
town centre. 

“It does seem a natural 
progression to link it to that 
area.” 

He said he was confident 
enough car parking spaces 


would be provided, adding: 
“This is a town centre 
development, it is not just 
intended for car users. 

“I think there is a need for 
a food outlet in the centre of 
Banbury.” 

Discussions had not taken 
place with potential 
supermarkets, he said. 

Liz Reed, manager of the 
WRVS, said: “I think it is 
very exciting. The area could 
do with some regeneration. 

“It could be an opportunity 
to address issues with our 
current building, which we 
have outgrown.” 

Banbury Civic Society 
chairman Rob Kinchin-Smith 
said: “The town certainly 
needs a better town-centre 
grocer.” 

Yet he said he feared a 
supermarket could be given 
the site “without making any 
commitment to staying 
around”. 

The plan is to be 
considered by the council’s 
executive committee on 
Monday at 6.30pm at the 
council’s Bodicote House HQ.

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Community radio team to bid for licence again 


BOSSES at Banbury FM - which unsuccessfully 
bid for a permanent licence in 2005 - are to try 
to get on air again. 

They will bid again in 2014 to get a licence 
as a not-for-profit community radio station. 

Yet they said raising cash to get it off the 
ground would be difficult as Government rules 
state all cash must be raised through grants. 

This is because there is a commercial radio 
station in the town, Banbury Sound, which won 
the 2005 licence bid, contested by two others. 

The original Banbury FM went on air for trial 


periods in 2001 and 2002 and won the backing 
of 6,000 residents to demand the Government 
allow a station in the town. 

Founder Andy Green said: “We don’t believe 
it is viable unless you can take some 
advertising. 

“So we are calling for the powers that be to 
reassess the rules for community radio and 
make it an open playing field.” 

A community radio station would place a 
strong focus on town news and events, he 
said. The 2005 licence was awarded by 


broadcasting regulator Ofcom to the Stratford- 
on-Avon based station, The Bear, beating 
Banbury FM and Banbury 107.6. 

The Banbury FM website has marked the ten 
years since its first broadcast by putting its 
2002 trial online at banburyfm.com 

A Department for Culture, Media and Sport 
spokesman said: “There are restrictions on the 
amount of funding community radio stations 
can raise from advertising. This protects the 
way community stations engage with the 
community, rather than seeking profit.”

THE decision to send a van 90 
miles to take a defendant 60 
yards from Banbury police 
station to the local magis¬ 
trates court has been brand¬ 
ed “a total waste of money” 
by the man at the centre of 
the saga. 

Prison authorities sent a 
van from Southampton to 
take Oliver Thomas to court, 
after he was arrested for two 
alleged public order offences 
last week. 

But speaking about the 
decision, Mr Thomas, 27, 
said: “It was absolutely 
ridiculous. I was arrested on 
Friday night and held in a 
cell all weekend and told I’d 
be up in court first thing 
Monday. 

“Then on the morning I 
was told there was a delay 
with the van, so they couldn’t 
transport me to the court.” 

Mr Thomas, of Middleton 
Road, Banbury, added: “The 
court is next door to the 
police station. At first I was¬ 
n’t too bothered about wait-

ing. But we were waiting for 
hours. Then they told me the 
van was coming from 
Southampton. I thought they 
were joking. 

“Surely they could have 
just walked me there in hand¬ 
cuffs.” 

The van was sent by 
GEOAmey, which is contract¬ 
ed by the Ministry of Justice 
to transport defendants 
between custody and courts. 


The Ministry of Justice 
refused to comment on 
whether it would review its 
policy of not allowing defen¬ 
dants in custody to travel on 
foot to court. 


GEOAmey had said it was 
a human rights issue and the 
need to send a vehicle from 
Southampton was due to a 
lack of availability from its 
Buckinghamshire vehicle 
base. 

Mr Thomas said: “It does¬ 
n’t take a rocket scientist to 
work it out - order a van from 
Southampton, which is miles 
away, or walk me across the 
road in less than a minute. 

“It’s a total waste of tax¬ 
payers’ money.” 

But Mr Thomas added: 
“They didn’t say to me it 
would be against my human 
rights to walk me out front, 
but even if they did, I would¬ 
n’t have minded.” 

Ministry of Justice 
spokesman Tom Hodson said 
its policy to transport defen¬ 
dants by van was for “public 
protection”. 

He added: “Contractors 
always plan journeys effi¬ 
ciently to make the best use 
of their resources. 

“In this case the escort 
vehicle also made a number 
of other stops to other pris¬ 
ons and courts.”

THREE hundred stunning 
flower displays have helped 
Banbury win a top award. 

The town won gold in the 
small city category of the 
Thames & Chilterns in 
Bloom competition, 
overcoming rivals Bracknell 
and Aylesbury. 

It was the first time since 
2007 that the town has won a 
gold award in the contest — 
it has come close in the past 
few years winning a string of 
silver gilt awards. 

Judges praised Banbury 
Town Council for its

community garden, which is 
set within People’s Park, and 
its 300 “stunning” colour co¬ 
ordinated floral displays. 

And they were also 
impressed by recently 
planted Help for Heroes 
roses at the People’s Park 
War Memorial, which was 
created to commemorate the 
Banbury branch of the Royal 
British Legion’s 90th 
anniversary this year. 

The chairman of Banbury 


in Bloom, Nicholas 
Harrison, said: “To achieve 
this award we have shown a 
consistently high standard 
across the town in all the 
judging criteria, and what 
better way to celebrate this 
than by receiving a gold 
award.” 

Judges had visited the 
town in July and looked for 
horticultural achievement, 
including conservation and 
natural areas, the impact of 
floral displays, residential 
and community gardens, as 
well as community 


participation. The 
community garden is run by 
volunteers and is a place for 
people of all ages and 
abilities to do as little or as 
much gardening as they 
want. 

It has flowers, a pond and 
vegetable plots, and is also 
where the town council’s 
gardeners grow flowers for 
Banbury’s displays. 

The award ceremony was 
held in Buckinghamshire 
and was attended by 
representatives of the town 
council, Cherwell District 


Council and Continental 
Landscapes. 

Former Banbury mayor 
Colin Clarke, who attended 
the ceremony, said: “We got 
the gold award from the 
judges, which is as high as 
we can go. We were chuffed, 
as Bracknell pipped us to the 
post last year. 

“I have been going around 
with the judges for five or six 
years and this was the first 
time I could not see anything 
wrong anywhere. All in all 
we are very pleased. It was 
worth the effort.”

“Matthew was an A-grade 
A-Level student, studying 
chemistry, biology and 
maths. 

“He was popular with 
staff and students.”

Rounding on 
a town centre 
road problem 


ROAD chiefs are to look at 
whether a major traffic 
hotspot in Banbury town 
centre should get a 
roundabout. 

Oxfordshire County 
Council is considering 
replacing the four-way lights 
system at the junction of 
Bridge Street and Cherwell 
Street. 

A traffic officer’s report 
said the aim was to improve 
traffic flow and pedestrian 
crossing facilities. 

Rodney Rose, the council’s 
transport chief, said: 
“Something needs to be 
done. It is a matter of 
making sure we spend 
money to the best effect, to 
make sure we do good rather 
than harm. 

“Until I see the results of 
the modelling, I don’t know.” 

The junction is a major

pinchpoint for traffic 
between Oxford and the M40 
via the town. Giles 
Richardson, who owns 
Banbury Appliance Centre, 
by the junction, said: “When 
the lights are off being 
repaired, the traffic flow is 
much easier. 

“When they first installed 
the lights, everybody said it 
needed a roundabout. 

“There is always 
congestion. It would be 
easier with a roundabout 
because there would be a 
constant flow of traffic.” 

But Keith Richardson, of 
Credit Crunch Cars, by the 
railway station in Bridge 
Street, was less convinced. 

He said: “The problem 
with a roundabout is that if 


there are a lot of cars 
coming round, it would be 
harder to get across than a 
set of lights.” 

Traffic could also back up 
along Bridge Street and 
Cherwell Street as a result, 
he said. 

Banbury Civic Society 
chairman Rob Kinchin- 
Smith said the crossing was 
“dangerous” for pedestrians. 

He said: “Whether a 
roundabout would make life 
safer for pedestrians 
remains unclear. Many have 
observed how well, and how 
safely, the junction works 
when the Bridge Street lights 
are out-of-order.” 

He said it was a “big 
mistake” to build Cherwell 
Street as part of an inner 
relief road in the 1990s, 
linking the Horton General 
Hospital to the A422.

A POPULAR street warden 
is urging people to drop in 
for a coffee and help her 
support a charity close to 
her heart.

“I have been incredibly 
lucky with this as it has 
been caught so early.” 

Ms Harris has urged 
women to get regular check¬ 
ups and is supporting 
cancer charity Macmillan’s 
World’s Biggest Coffee 
Morning fundraiser. 

She said: “I know three 
women who refuse to have 
their routine mammograms 
because they think it will 
hurt and they are also 
worried about the results. 

“All I know is that if I had 
refused mine I would be in a 
totally different situation. 

“Please don’t refuse your 
routine checks and be 
breast aware, for your own 
sake. It is so important.” 

Ms Harris and her street 
warden colleagues plan to 
open their office in Bradley 
Arcade, Bretch Hill, 


tomorrow, from 11am to 
2pm, for people to drop in 
for coffee and help raise 
cash.

There are many different base options, too - from simple 
upholstered divans (which you can still get on legs if 
preferred, although retailers rarely show them this way) 
to metal or wooden bedsteads or all-singing, all-dancing 
adjustable beds.

Remember, every £100 you spend represents 
just 2.7p a night over 10 years. 


The right bed is also not more than 8-10 years old. After 
10 years a bed used regularly will have deteriorated by as 
much as 75% from its “as new” condition. Nor is it ever 
second hand: it’s not hygienic (we sweat as much as half to 
a pint of liquid a night!); nor healthy (dust mites accumulate 
in beds - bad for asthma sufferers). Nor will it be properly 
supportive (having been moulded to someone else’s 
sleeping habits). 


So, what is the right bed? It’s not easy to make specific 
recommendations - there’s such a huge choice on the 
market place and the key deciding factor - is it comfortable 
- is such a subjective measure. “All we can do is give

200 apply for NHS ‘resignation’ 


A VOLUNTARY “resignation” scheme re-launched this 
year by managers of Oxfordshire’s hospitals has 
attracted 200 applications. 

The Mutually Agreed Resignation Scheme is an 
NHS option that offers employees a severance 
payment to leave their job voluntarily. 

It was first put forward last year after NHS 
organisations - including The Oxford Radcliffe 
Hospitals Trust, which runs the Horton in Banbury as 
well as the John Radcliffe and Churchill hospitals in 
Oxford - were told they had to make significant 


savings. A spokesman said: “Last year, the trust 
invited staff to apply for a Mutually Agreed 
Resignation Scheme - this is not the same as 
Voluntary Redundancy. 

“This provides staff with an opportunity to leave the 
Trust voluntarily with a severance payment. 

“A similar scheme has been running this year and 
so far about 200 people have applied.” 

The trust said it would not automatically accept 
applications as the decision depended on clinical 
need.

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Young film hunk picks a dud

ABDUCTION (12A, 105 mins) 
Action/Thriller/Romance. Taylor 
Lautner, Lily Collins, Denzel

W hen 16-year-old Taylor 
Lautner was cast as 
lovesick Jacob Black in the 
first Twilight film, media attention 
focused on Robert Pattinson and 
Kristen Stewart and their sizzling 
chemistry. 

Then Lautner gained 30 pounds 
in muscle to convincingly portray 
Jacob’s transformation into a 
snarling werewolf. 

Overnight, the young actor 
became a sex symbol and gained a 
following to rival his co-stars. 

Lautner strikes out on his own 
in the action-packed thriller 
Abduction, in which he attempts to 
prove that he’s much more than a 
pretty face with washboard abs. 
Alas, he’s picked a dud. 


John Singleton’s film boasts 
turbo-charged chases and fight 
sequences but Shawn 
Christensen’s script is littered with 
unintentionally hilarious 
interludes and some excruciating 
dialogue. 

The highlight is a toss-up 
between the gun-toting henchman 
who confides, “There’s a bomb in 
the oven”, and the chief villain, 
who snarls menacingly, “When I’m 
finished, you'll be responsible for 
the deaths of everyone on 
Facebook.” 

That would be quite some killing 
spree. 

High school student Nathan 
Harper (Lautner) thinks he has the 
perfect life with caring parents 
Kevin (Jason Isaacs) and Mara 
(Maria Bello). 

Yet something is amiss. 

“I walk around like everyone 
else but inside I feel like a stranger 
in my own life,” Nathan tells his 
shrink, Dr Bennett (Sigourney 
Weaver), who twitches nervously at 


the camera, tipping us off that she 
knows more than she is letting on. 

While researching a school 
project on missing children, 

Nathan discovers that he bears an 
uncanny resemblance to the age- 
modified image of a boy who went 
missing many years ago. 

“If this is real, then who are 
those people living in your house?” 
asks next-door neighbour Karen 
(Lily Collins), the object of 
Nathan’s smouldering affections. 

Before Nathan has a chance to 
learn the truth from his parents, 
assassins slay Kevin and Mara and 
the teenager goes on the run with 
Karen in tow, aided by best friend 
Gilly (Denzel Whitaker), who 
makes “the best fake IDs in 
Pennsylvania.” 

That should come in useful. 

Then shadowy CIA Agent 
Burton (Alfred Molina) makes 
contact with Nathan and warns the 
teenager that he a pawn in a 
dastardly plot. 

Abduction is utter nonsense from 


hormone-fuelled beginning to end. 

Lautner is naturally likeable and 
easy on the eye but there is nothing 
in the script to test his acting 
mettle or to suggest his character 


has any emotional depth. 

Predictable twists in the plot 
culminate in a final showdown that 
is tarred by yet more syrupy 
sentiment.

W hatever you feel 
about the French, 
there is no denying 
they go about their 
business with a certain sense of 
style. 

Whether it is blocking ports 
with fishing boats, or bringing 
the nation’s road network to a 
grinding halt over a small indus¬ 
trial dispute, the nation consis¬ 
tently acts with real flair.

From its 
piercing headlights and ‘float¬ 
ing’ grille at the end of the long 
aluminium bonnet, to the red 
‘claws’ at the rear that mask 
three rows of LEDs, the spacious

saloon exudes a real sense of 
solidity and effortless style. 

With prices ranging from 
£18,450 to £29,000, Peugeot has 
backed up its style assault with 
some substantial technology. 

The test car, in so-called 
Active trim, was fitted with a 1.6- 
litre diesel engine using a ‘stop 
and start’ system. 

It took me some time to fully 
adjust to the system, which cuts 
the engine at 5mph and fires up 
instantly when the accelerator 
pedal is depressed. 

Make no mistake, this is a big 
car, recognised by the fact that 
the engine in the test car — the 
smallest fitted in the range — 
delivers a healthy 112 horsepow¬ 
er. 

My initial reaction was that 
the engine, mated to a six-speed 
electronic gearbox, was under¬ 
powered for such a spacious and 
solid saloon, and initially I 
yearned for an engine further up 
the range to allow the car to 
really stretch its legs. 

But once mastered, the engine 
can be manipulated to deliver 


not only a decent turn of accel¬ 
eration, but truly awesome fuel 
consumption. Even driven hard, 
with a full tank of fuel, it should 
be possible to cover well over 800 
miles. 

And that economy, and low 
emissions, might be a deal 
clincher in the highly-competi- 
tive executive fleet market, 
where Peugeot is determined to 
stake a larger claim. 

To ensure its appeal as a com¬ 
pany car choice, the air-condi¬ 
tioned interior reflects the ele¬ 
gance of the exterior, with a 
meticulous finish and a refined 
technologically advanced feel.

■ Volkswagen has released 
details of its latest model, a 
timely introduction of a limited 
edition Golf GTI to celebrate 
the car’s 35th birthday.
